Ike Names Negro To Top White House Post 
Everett Frederic Morrow, the grandson of a slave, 
was named to a top post in President Eisenhower’s 
Executive Office and became the first Negro ever ap- 
pointed to the White House position by a U. S. Pres- 
ident. Morrow, 44, a native of Hackensack, N. J., 
and former adviser to Commerce Secretary Sinclair 
Weeks, will start work this week as administrative 
officer for the Special Projects Group at an annual 
salary of between $12,000 and $13,000. In his new 
post, Morrow will be responsible for coordination of 
internal management affairs in the 
Special Projects Group. This group 
includes the Council on Foreign Eco- 
nomic Policy, headed by Joseph M. 
Dodge; the offices of Harold E. Stas- 
sen and Nelson A. Rockefeller, spe- 
cial assistants to the President on 
disarmament and foreign policy.

The Kansas State Supreme Court ruled that the Par- 
sons Municipal Swimming Pool must admit Negroes, and 
that the ruling also applies to other cities in the state. 





Millionaire Publisher Leaves Washwoman $250 

A Negro washwoman was among the 117 bene- 
ficiaries named in the will distributing $800,000 of 
the undisclosed wealth of a Fort Worth, Texas, 
newspaper publisher and oilman Amon G. Carter. 
Mannie B. Moore was bequeathed $250. 
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Yesterday In Negro History 
July 16, 1946—Ferdinand Q. Morton became the first 
Negro president of the New York City Municipal Civil 
Service Commission. Morton, a Harvard grad, had 
been a member of the commission 24 years at the 


time of his election. 


July 18, 1882—Sam Lucas and Billy Kersands ap- 
peared as end men with Haverly’s Mastadon Min- 
strels at San Francisco’s California Theater and 
became the first Negroes ever to star in a major 


minstrel production. 

July 21, 1896—The National 
Federation of Afro-Ameri- 
can Women and the Na- 
tional League of Colored 
Women merged in Washing- 
ton, D. C., to form the Na- 
tional Association of Col- 
ored Women. Mary Church 
Terrell was the group’s first 
president.

Police Slay Liberian Ex-Cabinet Member, Son 
Liberia’s former Secretary of the Interior, David Cole- 
man, and his son, John, were among five persons killed 
as Liberian police rounded up and arrested some 38 
suspects in the politically-inspired attempt to assassinate 
President William V. S. Tubman. The Colemans were 
shot to death in the Bomi Hills as they fled toward the 
Sierra Leone border. Meanwhile, police surrounded the 
houses of former president Edwin Barclay and other 
members of the Independent True Whig Party who op- 
posed Tubman in the recent elections. 
Jamaican Elected Ist Negro Councillor In England 
Fred Gibson, a native Jamaican who moved to England 
and became a noted cricket player, was elected councillor 
for the city of Mountsorrel, and became England’s first 
Negro councillor. Gibson, married to an English woman, 
works as technician at a Rolls-Royce automotive plant. 


‘Bad Hat’ Mau Mau Gang Gives Up At Last Hour 

A band of 25 Mau Mau, led by General Kofia Mbaya 
(Bad Hat), were among the last terrorists to surrender 
as the final*minutes of a Kenya government amnesty 
offer ran out. A total of 959 Mau Mau fighters have given 
themselves up since January 18, when the government 
promised not to execute those who surrendered by July 
10. An estimated 3,000 more are still at large. 





‘Drown-Proof’?’ Man Dies—In 6 Inches Of Water 


A West Indian called “Toni the Cobbler” was con- 
vinced he was a man “who couldn’t drown.” His 
reasons: 1) as a boy of two, he fell into the sea and 
escaped alive; 2) during the war, he survived when 
two ships were torpedoed by the Germans; 3) be- 
cause he had a weak heart, he took no chances, 
gave up swimming. When Toni recently suffered a 
heart attack, however, his body was found face 
down in a puddle of sea water six inches deep. The

Belgian King Sets Up Fund For Congo Homes 

A “king’s fund” to provide better homes for Africans in 
the Belgian Congo was established by King Baudouin fol- 
lowing the Belgian monarch’s three-week tour of his Afri- 
can empire. The 24-year-old Baudouin, who said the Afri- 
cans should have decent living quarters for their families. 
did not disclose the amount of the fund. 


UL. S. Navy To Ease Virgin Island Water Shortage 

The U. S. Navy ordered three barges to transport water 
from Porto Rico to nearby St. Thomas, V. I., which is 
suffering from the most severe drought in years. Tenth 
Naval District Commander Admiral C. B. H. Hall ordered 
the barges to make two weekly trips to St. Thomas, carry- 
ing 225,000 gallons each time.

When jittery Liberian ex-government worker Paul Dun- 
bar tried to kill President William V. S. (for Shadrach) 
Tubman by firing four poorly-aimed shots into a gather- 
ing of officials and their ladies in Monrovia’s Executive 
Mansion, most of the rest of the world quickly asked why 
any citizens of the African republic would want to assas- 
sinate their leader. 

But the reasons were not hard to find: 1) Important 
men in the country considered Mr. Tubman a “spend- 
thrift;” 2) they suspected he was getting privately rich; 
and 3) they did not like his letting white outsiders come 
into the country and get rich. 

It was widely known that in his twelve years in office 
“Uncle Shad” had personally acquired a $200,000 yacht, a 
900-acre rubber plantation, a 1200-acre cocoa plantation 
and a dozen lavish houses, including an 8-bedroom “Sum- 
mer White House” complete with swimming pool-sized 
French bathroom. In addition, he owned “so many Cadil- 
lacs and Chryslers even he can’t count them himself.” 
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Further, the men who wanted to keep “Liberia for the 
Liberians” disliked Mr. Tubman’s “open door” policy of 
allowing hundreds of Syrian businessmen to come into 
Liberia and trade in the cities and hinterlands. 

So, last May, politician David Coleman and his friends 
sought to end the administration of Mr. Tubman and 
his True Whig Party by organizing the Independent True 
Whig Party, with ex-President Edwin Barclay as their 
presidential candidate. But Mr. Tubman, who had been 
drafted to run again after 8-year and 4-year terms, polled

44,077 votes to Barclay’s 548, handed his opponents a 
humiliating defeat. 

Prior to the election, however, he had suppressed the 
newspaper of the opposition party for saying things un- 
complimentary to his administration. Later, he shook up 
his Cabinet and dropped several key members who 
angrily joined the Independents. 

Mr. Tubman \ was accused of ruling his country with an

iron hand as firm and dictatorial as the country’s second 
president, Edward Roye, who was eventually deposed, 
jailed and chased into the sea. 

Yet, even his severest critics admitted that Liberia was 
making the greatest progress in its 134-year history un- 
der him. 

During the past ten years, Mr. Tubman had given 
women the right to vote, built numerous schools in the 
cities and extended them into the hinterlands, erected 
dozens of hospitals, clinics and research centers. He had 
improved the country’s few existing roads, built miles of 
new roads, built new airfields and brought telephones to 
the country. 

Where native chiefs once found it nearly impossible to 
see the country’s past Presidents, the door to “Uncle 
Shad’s” executive mansion was always open to them. He 
even danced their tribal rites with them when they 
trekked to Monrovia to celebrate erection of a new 
hospital in their area. 

Mr. Tubman was a popular President, who, under Li- 
berian law, could be 
reelected for as many 
more 4-year terms as 
he liked. 

With his third in- 
auguration a few 
months away, Mr. 
Tubman announced 
plans for a new $2 
million capital build- 
ing, and a million dol- 
lars worth of new 
roads leading into the 
capital city.

only living too lavishly but was about to bankrupt the 
country. 

After their assassination plot failed, Liberian police 
quickly tracked down and killed fleeing David Coleman 
and his Howard U.-trained son, John. Some 38 members 
of the Independent True Whig Party were jailed. 

Significantly, Coleman had been campaign manager 
for Mr. Tubman’s opponent when he first sought the 
presidency. And although Mr. Barclay had sponsored Mr. 
Tubman’s first candidacy, they split years ago on whether 
outsiders (whites and Syrians) should be permitted into 
the country. 

Jovial, free-spending Mr. Tubman, who had increased 
the national budget from $1 million to $12 million since 
he took office and had apparently removed all threats 
to his administration and his life, had a ready answer 
for any remaining critics. Said he: “I don’t mind being 
called a spendthrift. My kind of economy works. Give 
and it shall be given unto you.” 
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N. J. Hears Bias Case Against Erie Railroad 

In a formal hearing before the New Jersey Division 
Against Discrimination, two Negro waiters testified that 
the Erie Railroad’s “discrimination policy” denied them 
normal promotions according to their experience and abil- 
ity. Benjamin A. Thompson and Edward Williams, both of 
Jersey City, filed a 14-point complaint against the railroad 
charging racial discrimination. 


Mass. Artist, 84, Paints History Of Negro Life 

An 84-year-old Cambridge, Mass., retired art restorer, 
Charles Osbourne, has painted a series of 30 murals de- 
picting American Negro life from the time of slavery to 
the present. A former restoration technician and artist 
for the Mirsky Galleries, Osbourne worked 10 years to 
complete the paintings.

gation in all the university’s schools by September, 1956.

Meanwhile, Georgia’s 
attorney general, Eugene Cook, named former governor 
Herman Talmadge to defend the state in segregation 
suits, and announced that the state would close the Uni- 
versity of Georgia Law School rather than admit a 
Negro.

® Louis Armstrong recalls life in Storyville, New Orleans’ 
old red light district. Bunk Johnson reminisces about 
Jelly Roll Morton and Buddy Bolden, two giants of New 
Orleans jazz. Hoagy Carmichael movingly describes the 
last alcoholic days of Bix Beiderbecke. Mary Lou Williams 
relives fabulous Kansas City jam sessions of the early 30’s. 
Charlie Parker admits that Stravinsky’s Firebird Suite 
first inspired him and that Bartok was his favorite com- 
poser. Willie (The Lion) Smith reveals that his greatest 
ambition was to become a Jewish cantor. 
@ All these and a thousand more well-told tales in this 
book make it a valuable addition to the literature about 
jazz.— A.M.

For almost as long as man has been able to appreciate 
things beautiful, the chorus girl has been high on his list 
of the world’s most enticing and exciting women. Under 
kind, multi-colored lights of theatres and dim, smoky 
night clubs, the sometimes very plain girl became a 
ravishing temptress after being touched by the skillful 
hand of the makeup artist. 

Ace-in-the-hole for the night club chorus girl was her 
treasured opportunity to jump offstage into 40 comfort- 
able winks in her own home or apartment. Revived and 
refreshed. she bounced back onstage for another night 


















of unhinging men’s minds. 

Rarely did a producer 
dare ask customers to 
drop money in the till to 
see chorus girls perform 
in truth-telling daylight. 
But one man who dared 
is Florida-born Leon Clax- 
ton, whose traveling road 
show and its bevy of out- 
door chorus girls thrills 
thousands annually.
